A legislative forfeiture 
anc foreclosure of a railroad cannot 
be enforced. The proper way to forfeit a 
charter, ete., is by proceedings by the At- 
torney-General. A decision of the Llinois 
Supreme Court is then quoted, in which it is 
held thet an act which attempts to repeal the 
charter ofa railroad company, with a view to 
create aforfeiture or create a dissolution, is 
unconstitutional and cannot be forfeited by a 
legislature enactment. In support of the 
other points thirty-five authorities are quoted. 
A Missouri decision is also quoted at length, 
in a case where the Legislature deciared the 
offices of trustee of the St. Charles Oollege 
forfeited. In this the Court holds that the 

ACT OF FORFEITURE 
is strictly judicial. Another decision is quoted 
from the Vermont Supreme Court to the same 
effect and still others by the Pennsylvania and 
Ackansas Supreme Courts. The United States 
Supreme Courts is also quoted as ‘eclaring 
that the lien of a mortgage could not be post- 
poned or divested by subsequent legislation. 

The brief then argues that, so far as tie 
declaration of forfeiture by the State by the 
act of 1868, it was a judicial and not a legisla- 
tive act, and clearly beyond the power of the 
Legisiature. The act was also an attempt to 
impair the obligation of the contract made 
by Fremont and his associates, with the 
bondholders, which contract the State had 
autborized Fremont to make, because it 
undertook to divest the lien created by that 
mortgage. This the General Assembly could 
not do, nor could it authorize the courts to do 
it. It is not pretended that there was any 
foreclosure of the mortgage to the State, nor 
judgment of forfeiture by any proper tribunal! 
nor sale of the road under any power reserve 
in Jthe mortgage; but simply a legislative 
deciaration thatthe road was forfeited, and 
the lien of the Yelverton & Ward mortgage 
divested. It is simply absurd to say that the 
Legisiature of Mi soul which has 

ONLY LEGISLATIVE 
and not judicial powers, can render any sach 
decree, and thus destroy the rights of bond- 
holders under the second mortgage bond, 
The mortgageto the State providéd that it 
might be foreclosed bya public sale in St. 
Louls on ninety days’ notice. It is not dis- 
puted that the Legislature had the right to 
change the remedy or mode and manner of 
forceciosure. It could provide that fore- 
closure should be on ten or 100 days’ notice in 
the place of ninety, or by judicial proceed - 
ings instead of the mode pointed out in 
the mortgage, but it could not dis- 
pense with a _ foreclosure, in one 
form or another, by declaring the prop- 
erty forfeited to the State and the title thereto 
absolutely vested in the State. The second 
mortgege bondboiders had au interest which 
could only be extinguished by a foreclosure of 
the first mortgage. Theterm foreclosure im- 
plies a public sale, that seme opportunity 
may be givento those holaing the equity of 
redemption to save themselves, or to bid the 
property up to its full value, thereby saving 
for themselves the value of the property over 
and above the frst mortgage debt and costs 
of foreclosure. If a mortuagee with a first 
lien ean foreclose by a private sale in which, 
of course, the second mortgage has no right 
to interfere, asecond mortgagee, under such 
circumstances, has virtually 
NO LIEN AT ALL, 

except atthe option of the first mortgagee, 
and 2 without the power to save himself. 
Parties may be sent to bid at the sale under 
the first mortgage enough to pay all or at 
least part ot a second mortgage, yet his in- 
terest is divested without any public sale, and 
he is deprived of his property without due 

rocess of law, if the proceedings had by the

of doubt, especially in this body, on the sub- 
ject. The Chair well recollected a propos l- 
tion ofthis kind made by Mr. Randolph 
Tucker of Virginia, an able constitutional 
lawyer, as well as an able member of the 
House. The matter had been somewhat dis 
cussed and the proposition was made with re- 
gard to putting it in the rules, The evils 
which resulted from the other course bad not 
been apparent then as now, and no such care- 
ful study had been given to the subject as was 
given at the present time. 

5 ofthe first places where the 
ha been raised was the Senate of the State of 
New York. The present Governor of New 
York had been the presiding officerand upon 
him had devolved a duty similar to that now 
devoived upon the speaker. He had met that 
duty ia n the same manner. The 
question in New Lor had arisen on the con- 
stitutional necessity of having three-fifths of 
the members to constitute a quorum for the 
passage of a certain bill, and the presiding 
officer had held thatthat constitutional pro- 
vision astoaquorum was entirely satisfied 
by the presence of the mem · 
bers, even if they did not vote. 
There had also been a decision in the State of 
Tennessee, where a provision of the law ro- 
quired two-thirds of the members to congsti- 
tute a quorum. In the Legislature of 1885 a 
registretion bill had been pending, which was 
objected to by the Republican members of the 
House, On the third reading the Kepublicans 
had refused to vote, whereupon the Speaker, 
4 1 of the other party, had directed the 
Clerk count as present those not voting, 
and had deciared the bill as passed on that 
reading. Those two decisions (the first made 
in 1883 and the other 1885) seemed to the pres- 
ent occupant of the chair to cover the ground. 


MR. CRISP’S APPEAL. 

Mr. Crisp of Georgia appealed from the de- 
cision and demanded recognition, but the 
Speaker recognized Mr, Payson of Illinois for 
a motion to lay the appeal upon the table. 
This motion isnot open to discussion, and 
Mr. Urisp protested against Mr. Payson’s 
recognition, saying that it was unfair and un- 
manly to prevent him from pleading his case 
to his fellow members. He appeal to the Ohair 
on his fairness as a man aud a Spea to 
give the Democrats an opportunity to reply to 
the argument which the Speaker had seen 
proper to make. 

Mr. Butterworth of Ohio: 'I hope the gen- 
tleman from Illinols will withdraw his motion 
to lay on the tabie.

CANNON’S TURN. 

Mr. Cannon declared that the presence of 
the members not voting, but counted by the 
chair, constituted more than a quorum. 
Gentlemen on the other side might rise and 
say thatthe action ofthe chair was revolu- 
tionary, and [with great applause on that 
side] he might rise in his place and say that it 
was not reyolutionary. As they disagreed, 
they should consult the Constitution, for, 
after all, in the Constitution they bad the 
mode of aecéertaining what a quorum was.

Ali have held 
from the beginning of Congress down to this 
day that a majority must not only be present 
to constitute a quorum, but that a quorum 
must participate in the legisiation.’’ Mr. Oar- 
lisle then quoted the section of the Constitu- 
tion which provides for the keeping of 4 
journal and for the entering upon it of 
the yeas and nays when demanded dy one- 
fifth of the members present, and algo that 
section which states that less than a quorum 
can adjourn from day to day, and can com- 
pel the attendance of absent members.

Failure of the Lenox Hin Bank, New York— 
The Sixth National. 


New YOrK, Jan. 30.— The Lenox Hill Bank 
bas just suspenged payments, It is controlled 
by the same parties who last week bought the 
control of the Sixth National Bank of this 
city, which had already been closed by the 
Bank Examiner. The knowledge of the rela- 
tion of the twoinstitutions caused a run on 
the Lenox which it was unable to meet. The 
President is said to have made an 


attempt to obtain funds in Wall street to con- 
tinue payments, but was unsuccessful. The 
Clearing- House Association to-day acted on 
the Sixth National and decided to 1 it from 
the Association. There are all inds of 
rumors in regard tothe Sixth National, one 
being that its new officers, who have only been 
in charge a few day, have sold out its securi- 
ties as soon as they obtained possession. 
Its President, P. J. Classen, is ssid to 
have been connected with mining schemes in 
Leadvilie a number of years ago, The repre- 
sentatives of the bank examiner state that 
depositors will certainty be paidin full. The 
Equitable Bank has also been mentioned in 
connection with the othertwo institutions. 
Its President makes the following statement: 

The owners of the Sixth National havea 
minority interestinthe Equitable only, and 
the bank is not affected. 

The suspension of the two banks was widely 
discussed on Wall street, but the brokers ap- 
peared to think that the effect would be con- 
fined to stockholders’ losses and, although 
the bear traders depressed stocks at the open- 
ing, the market easily recovered and some 
stocks made decided advances. 

Wall street this afternoon looks upon the 
attempt to dispose ofthe $ 
owned by the Sixth National Bank as simply a 
case of highway robbery. It seems that the 
President, Classen, after abstracting the bonds 
from the safe deposit vault turned them over 
to George H. Pell, a broker of unsavory rep- 
utation, who attempted to dispose of them on 
tite street, representing them to be the prop- 
erty of his wife. Mr. Colsen, the cashier of 
the bank, learning of the action of Classen, 
notified the Clearing House and the bank ex- 
aminer. The latter began an investigation 
vesterday afternoon, He seon learned enough 
to cause him to close the bank and call on 
Classen for the return of $622,000 in securities. 

The examiner, by his prompt action, suc- 
ceeded in getting back $201,000 of the bonds. 
In lieu oron account of the rest of the ab- 
atracted bonds, Classen handed the bank ex- 
aminer checks for $382,000; these checks 
fell short of the market value 
of the abstracted securities $140,000. None 
of the checks, however, have been paid, and 
they are being protested this morning. Tae 
Comptroller of the Currency will appoint a 
receiver, and all the factgin the case will be 
laid before the District Attorney to-day. 


MISS BISLAND ARRIVES. 


The Other Globe-Circler Sighted Off Sandy 
Hook This Morning. 


New Tonk, Jan. 30.—The Cunard Line 
steamer Bothnia was sighted off Sandy Hook 
at 10:28 this morning. Miss Bisland, the com- 
petitor of Nellie Bly im the race around the 
world, is on board. 

Nellie Bly arrived about 3 o’clock on Satur- 
day afternoon, so that at the time the Bothnia 


was sighted, as given above, Miss Bisland 
was about four days and nineteen hours be- 
hind Miss Bly.

“BLAINE ON THE Quorum QUESTION. 
Some years ago when the Republicans 
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nad the Speaker and a majority of one in 


the Illinois House of Representatives, 
a deadlock over the Bradwell-MoNally 
contested election case produced a 
struggle precisely similar to the one now 
going on in the House at Washington. 

If the Republicans at Springfield could 
have polled their whole vote for the un- 
seating of MCNALLY and the seating of 
Bripweztt, that would fave been the act 
of a majority and a constitutional quo- 
rum, and there would have been no dead- 
lock. But one Republican member who 
opposed BRADWELL on the liquor question 
joined the Democrats in refusing to vote 
and raising the question of a quorum.

As the Tribune 
remarks, ‘‘in addition to receiving a cor- 
rect report of the market a good paper 
goes in with the bargain.’’

The Evidence te Be Concluded To- Day and 
the Arguments te Be Made To-Morrow— 
A Number of Witnesses Declare That 
They Believe the Defendant to Be of 
Sound Mind—The Venerable Blacksmith 
Does Not Take the Stand—Messrs. Gares- 
che, Johnson and the Court Have a 
Triangular Passage of Words—Incidents 
of the Trial, 


The attendance at the Mullery case in the 
Probate Court was again so large this morn 
ing that an able-bodied Deputy Sheriff had to 
be stationed at the door to keep people out. 
Before the case was called the court room was 
crowded to its capacity and the court ordered 
that no wore people should be admitted un- 
less they had businessin court. This was 
done to prevent any disagreeable jam ocecur- 
ring. Mrs. Carlin, the defendant’s youngest 
daughter, was again seated by his side, and 
the old blacksmith was looking well and bears 
up excellently under the trying ordeal 
through which he bas passed during the pres- 
ent proceediugs. Mr. and Mrs. John J. Con- 
rov were present as usual and prompted the 
attorneys for the prosecution. Mr. Joseph 
L. Mullery was again absent, and Mrs. Alves, 
the present wife of the venerable defendant, 
who was present yesterday to give her testi- 
mony, was absent to-day. 

‘*Young man, remarked the aged biack- 
smith to a Post-DISPATCH reporter, despite 
this prosecution and all my children have 
done against me I cannot ferget they are my 
children and shall always do for them.’’ 

There were the usual wrangles between the 
attorneys, and a few times the andience had

PROCEEDINGS YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 

At the aiternoon session yesterday Polſoe - 
man Herman Schevistick was the first witness 
placed on the stand. He was produced to 
showthat he had beer subpenaed by the 
heap (my to testify against the character of 

irs. Alves, but that he knew nothing deroga- 

tory to her. His testimeny was objected to, 
and the objection was sustained, so that he 
gave no evidence. 

John Dockery, the real estate agent, testi- 
fiedthat he had known the defendant for 
twenty years and had been his agent for six 
years past. He collected $188 for the defend- 
ant from the two pieces of property for which 
he was agent. The witnosse did not attend to 
Mr. Mullery’s otner property. ae believed 
the defendant to be of sound mind 

Mrs. Alves, the defendant's present wife, 
over whom all the trouble arose,was called as 
a witness, but Mr. Garesche objected to her 
testifying if she was the defendant's wife. 

The court sustained,.the objection and she 
retired. There was much etriostty in court 
to seo her, it being ber frat „r at the 
trial. Sus isa buxom, middie-aged woman 
with a German cast of countenance and a 
slight German accent. Mra. Alves-Mullery 
is not particular! comely. 

Dr. PF. S. O’ Reilly testified that he had been 
the physician of che Alves family. Mr. Alves 
died in April, 1886, and the following Decem- 
ber Mrs. Alves gave birth to a child. Mr. 
Alves had only been sick about q week pre- 
vious to his death. 

Patrick McCann testified that he had known 
the defendant since 1848, and considered his 
mind sound. He sold Mrs. Alves the farm 
she owns and she paid him $6,500 for it. He 
had told Mr. Mullery that Mrs. Alves was a 
hard working woman. 

Jesse Arnot testified that he was 78 years of 
age, and nad known the defendagt since 1849. 
He had no reason to believe Mr. Mullery of 
unsound mind. 

Herman H. Starkloff had known Mrs. Alves 
about five years. He had told Mr. Mullery 
that Mrs. Alves was a pure, good, hard-work- 
ing woman. She was a very pleasant woman, 
the witness said, and he visited her fre- 
quently. 

Wm. Henge testified that he had known Mr. 
Mullery since 1849 and believed him to be of 
sound mind. 

James Shaw testified that Mr. Mullery be- 
longed tothe Sodality until it moved out to 
Grand avenue, which was too far for him 
to go. 

eyivester H. Laflin, who has known the de- 
fendant since 1844; Otto A. Hartwig, who has

and from my conversations with him, e is 
economical, I should judge that his repairs 
for the past year did not amount to more than 
$75. Of his private life and social affaira I 
know nothing. He is not a drinking man as 


far as I know.

RESULTS OF THE BOODLE INVESTIGATION 
BY THE GRAND-JURY. 


Perjury and Haste Prevent the Inquiry 
From Being Adequate and as Effective as 
It Should Be—Koown Facts in Regard to 
Demands fer Money—Nine Minute Ex- 
aminations. 


Perjury on the part ot witnesses, haste and 
superficial inquiry on the part of the Grand- 
jurors, too delicate an appreciation of legal 
technicalities which might possibly stand in 
the way of a legal victory inthe higher courts 
threaten to defeat the purposes of the boodle 
investigation now in progress at the Four 
Courts. 

The cases outiined by the Posr-Disraren 
have been made out to the satisfaction of the 
public. In the Grand-jury room testimony 
has been adduced showing that bribe money 
was in three instances paid to parties acting 
as ‘‘attorneys,’’ though they are not lawyers, 
and simply adopted that legal shield behind 
which to carry on boodling operations for 
members of the Municipal Assembly. 

The Grand-jury’s investigation into the 
Doodle cases has not produced the results that 
Ought to have come from the examination of 
the corrupt methods by which legislation is 
controlled at the City Hull. 

The fact that bribes e given and taken to 
secure the passage of bills; that members of 
both houses boidly demand money before 


consenting to vote forany measure that may. 


beintroduced by corporations or men with 
money; that no franchise is granted to any- 
one unless members of both the House and 
Council are paid corrupt bribes ie a matter of 
public notoriety and a known fact. 

The Grand-jury has bad called to its atten- 
tion a dozen specific cases in which money 
was demanded and actually paid, with the 
names ot these who paid and those who re- 
ceived it, and yet after examining about forty 
of these witnesses, most of whom have per- 

nel knowledge of the transactions, it has 

t little more information than was furnished 
it by the Post-DisraTcu in the beginning. 
ADMISSIONS 
that money was paid and received have been 
mace by those who paid it and received it, 
tthe infamous attorney“ system has been 
permitted to stand in the way of indictments 
and behind the coat taille of these ‘‘attor- 


eristic of the investigation. Men who

The pity of it is that they have been per- 
mitted to make their perjured statements and 
retire without being put to that thorough 
cross-@xamination which ts the only means of 
disclosing false swearing under such cireum- 
stances. Actual figures show that the investi- 
gation has only Deen superficial and that the 
examination of witnesses has not been as 
eveegs and searching as it should have 

een.

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LONG DELAYED BILLS. 


THE STREET DEPARTMENT UNABLE TO 
HAVE PAVING ORDINANCES PASSED. 


Only Four Contracts Awarded Since Last 
November—Street Commissioner Burnet 
on the Subject—The House and Council 
the Cause of the Trouble—Taking Ac- 
count of Street Travel—The Electric 
Lightse—Municipal Matters. 


The Street Department are having consider- 
able trouble with the Municipal Assembly over 
street reconstructions, and as a result there 
has been little or no granite paving either 
dome or arranged for. Last November the 
Board of Public Improvements’ sent 
in a daten of public improvement 
ordinances providing for granite and wood 
block paying. Since that time it has been one 
continued series of delays and obstructions 
on the part of the Couneil and House of Dele- 
gates. Four bills for much-needed work were 
killed.in the Council. These were for granite 
paving on Wash street from wharf to First 
street, on Carr street from wharfto First 
street, on Lewis street from Biddle 
street to Smith street, and on Biddle 
street from wharf to Broadway. All of 
these ordinances were for paving where it is 
very badly needed, andin the opinion ofthe 
board should be done immediately, but the 
Counell thought differently. 

There are now several bills hanging fire in 
the House of Delegates which should be 
passed, but because of pressure from the out- 
side are being held up forthe time being. 
There is one bill for the gap on Fourteen 
street from the north end of the bridge 
to Clark avenue which should be passed 


as that strip of street is the only point on /the 
street from Chouteau avenue to Washington 
avenue which is not paved with granite, and 
its rough and muddy condition Is a serious ob- 
The reason for the with- 
holding of this ordinance is not known. An- 
other bill which isin the same condition and 
stands but little chance of being passed is /for 
the paving o! that portion of Sixth street (from 
Carr street to O'Falion streot. / 
Beside these two important ones are bills for 
the paving with granite of Merchant /street, 
from Second street to Broadway; Lombard 
stroet, from Seeond street to Broadway; Third 
street, from Pium street to Chouteau avenue, 
and Manchester road, from Jefferson avenue to 
Grand avenue. On the cedar biock bills 
there is one for the paving of Grand avenue, 
from Easton avenue to North Market street, 
which is beingoppo dinthe House of Dele- 
. by the property owners. This street 
ast fall was in avery bad condition, and the 
. owners and residents along there 
ere c r for its improvement. Just 
before the Fair last October the Street Com- 
missioner had the street worked over with 
picks and sbovels and a few loads of macadam 
thrown on it, Now the property owners 
think that it’s good enough for them and 
don’t care to pay the cost of paving. Street 
Commissioner Burnet said this morning, 
That street in its present condition will not 
last six months and the property there has not 
paid for strect improvements for fifteen years 
so they can well afford to do it now.“ 
The House Committee which has these bilis 
will alive the Street Commissioner a hearing 
to-morrow afternoon. +

The men 
keep account of every vehicle passing 
along that Street within a certain 
time, noting the number of horses, 
the kind of relicie and other facts which will 
go toward making up tables showing the 
actual amount of travel over that particular 
point. This morning men were stationed at 
Nineteenth street and Cass avenue, Twenty- 
secondand Cass avenue, Sixth and Biddle, 
Manchester road and Grand avenue, Laciede 
and Jefferson avenues, Jefferson and Cass 
avenues and Manchester road and Ewing 
avenue. From the results ot these records 
the officials will be better able 
to determine the class of paving best 
adapted to the streets where the counts are 
being made. The work will be continued for 
two or three weeks so that accurate averages 
can be made.

EUROPE WONDERS WHY HE HAS NOT TOLD 
THE STORY OF HIS JOUKNEY- 


Election Troubles in France—The Dead 
Crown Prince Rudolph—Labor Riot in 
Behemia—Floods Subsiding in Germany 
—The Wohlgemuth Incident — Current 


Foreign Events. 


Lonpon, Jan. 30.—People are asking, and it 
is inevitable that they should ask, why this 
silence concerning the expedition of Stanley 
still continues. The explorer himself is un- 
derstood to be In fairly good health and must 
know how impatient the reading worlc is, 
from those who are eager to learn 
what gains science has made from the 
costly trip, to the general public, to most of 
whom the narrative will de more fascinating 
than the most highly wrouxht novel. Per- 
haps Mr. Stanley is bound to submit 
everything intended for print to the King of 
the Belgians or Mr. Mackinnon of the East 
African Co., or possibly the publishers of 
his prospective volume have insisted 
that this tale go forth to the public fresh from 
their presses; but there are plenty of discon- 
nected incidents which would gratify reading 
people of all classes, and would advertise the 
forthcoming work by stimulating public cu- 
riosity. 

Is Eminto be forever dumb? Is his pen 
forbidden him, too? He has surely had prov- 
ocation enough andadenial of Stanley’s as- 
sertions concernMmg him has been expected 
for some weeks. Among the members of 
Stanley’s party are several intelligent white 
men, whodo not seem to dare give any ac- 
count of their adventures, unless to their 
nearest relatives or friends, and with the 
proviso that such account shall be kept 
strictly private. 

The foregoing pertinent questions are being 
freely asked, and they must shortly be an- 
swered. There is an appearance of mystery 
about the whole affair which is aggravating to 
the British public and has aroused an antag- 
onism which found voice in John Burns’ 
speech in the County Council, although the 
labor leader’s abuse of Stanley was much too 
indiscriminate.

SHOT ON THE STREET. 


A CLOSE PARALLEL TO THE PETTUS-SOUTE- 
WORTH TRAGEDY AF TROY, X. Y. 


Edward Firth, a Well-Known Business Man, 
Receives a Bullet in His Neck From the 
Pistol ot a Woman He Had Wronged— 
Conflicting Accounts of the Case—The 
Woman Under Arrest—Firth May Re- 
cover. 


By Telegravh to the Posr-Disraren. 

Troy, N. Y., Jan. 30.—Troy has to be 
abreast with the times, even if a tragedy of 
the Pettus-Southworth nature is necessary to 
reach the mark. Shortly after 2:30 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, when Broadway was 
crowded with pedestrians from incoming 
trains, a sharp report rang upon the air and a 
well-dressad gentleman was seen to stagger 
and grasp the iron railing in front of Dr. Fer- 
guson’sresidence. Immediately behind him 
was a woman about 30 years of age, who held 
a smoking pistol in her hand. She 
had fired the shot. Persons went to 
the assistance of the wounded man, 
who proved to be Edward Firth, a 
married men residing on the corner of Rawl.- 
Ing and Linden avenues, to which place he 
was immediately taken in a carriage, accom- 
panied by physicians. The woman turned 
coolly down Fifth avenue and thence to the 
City Hall, where she surrendered herself to 
Superintendent of Police Willard. The latter 
immediately recognized her asa woman who 
called on him last week, when she gave the 
name of Minnie Drapt. She is the divorced 
wife of Henry Warnuckle of 112 Blue Island 
avenue, Chicago. She did not deny the 
shooting and gave up the weapon,a Bulidog 
revolver of 32-caliber. Then she related her 
story and the events which led to the shoot- 
ing. She said she came here from Chicago for 
the purpose of getting satisfaction from Firth, 
whosheclaims had wronged her. Continu- 
ing she said: 

THE WOMAN'S STORY. 

He met me in Chicago where I was living 
with my husband andchildren. He deceived 
me and induced me to geta divorce from my 
husband to marry him. He told me he would 
betruetome. Itook his advice, andthis is 
the outcome ofitall. Ihave spent nearly ev- 
ery cent ot my money to follow him here to 
make bim right the great wrong he has done 
mo and my little children. That is why this 
wasdone. Wemet to-day by appointment. 
Iasked him what be intended to do about 
righting the wrong he has done me. I told 
him thatI had spent all my money on his ac- 
count.’’ 

At this juncturethe woman, noticing that 
the reporters were taking down ber remarks, 
stopped abruptiy and said that she did not 
propose tosay anything forpublication. She 
was then taken to the jail, where she told her 


story but absolutely refused to give the ad- 


dress of her husband orchildren. The wom- 
an will soon bea mother, and she says that 
Firth is responsible for her condition. The 
bullet lodged in Firth’s neck, touching the 
spinal cord, slightly fracturing the base of the 
skull and lodging in the muscles of the right 
side of the neck. It appears that the pris- 


oner came to Troy nearly a week ago,

proceeded to locate Firth, and yes- 
terday mbroing she wrote the following un- 
signed note which was found in her pocket:

Thie she did not send, and subsequently 
wrote another which shesent and which reads: 

Troy, N. V., Jan. 29, 1890. 
Mr Firth: ' 

Will you please meet me at Congress Hall 
Hotel this afternoon atS o’clock, on account 
of business. 

THE FATAL MEETING. 

This note Firth received and he mef the 
woman on Congress streeton his way to the 
depot. He tried to get away from her, but 
she followed bim and fired the shot. The 
wounded man told the following story when 
he regained consciousness after the ball had 
been extracted:

THE BOSS BUILDERS. 


THEY HAVE AN ANIMATED DEBATE AT THE 
MECHANICS’ EXCHANGE 


The Subject of Discussion the Action of the 
National Builders’ Association in Adopt- 
ing the Payment by the Hour System— 
Mr. Feuerbach Beards the Bosses—Mr. 
Ittner Elected Secretary of the National 
Association—The Stone- Cutters. 


There was a large number of builders at the 
Mechanics’ Exchange at noon to-day and an 
animated discussion on the action of the Na- 


tlonal Convention of Builders at St. Paul, on 


the elgut- hour question took place. The 
convention’s decision to advocate the pay- 
ment by the hour system met with general 
approbation. That has been the system 
which has beenin operation here for some 
time. 
WILL NOT AFFECT sr. LOUIS. 

„The failure of the St. Paul Convention to 
indorse the eight-hour system, and the substl- 
tution ofaresolution advocating payment by 


the hour will cut no effect in St. Louis at all. 


said Mr. Henry Feuerbach. ‘‘We have already 
The men 


employed on buildings have a uniform 
agreement not to work longer than eight 
hours, and the bosses pay them for eight 
hours’ work. The eight-hour question was 
solved, so far as St. Louis was concerned, 
long before the St. Paul Convention met. It 
has been in effect here for several ears. 

„The system in vogue here has been the 
payment by the hour system, interrupted 
Mr. Mulcaby, and the Bullders’ Convention 
did the proper thing in indorsing it, Itis the 
only proper system. It puts no restraint 
on the liberty of either contractor or 
bulider. There are many cases ina large 
city like St. Louls where it is necessary fora 
contractor to employ men for ten hours a day 
and if they are willing towork why they 
should be permitted t» do 80. 

But you know itis a fact, don’t you, that 
all men employed inthe building line won't 
work more than eight hours and have uot 
been working more for a couple of years, 
asked Mr. Feuerbach. 

„No, I don't,“ answered Mr. Mulcahy. 
May bethe majority won't, but there are 
many who will.“ 

None except the excavators, said Mr. 
Feuerbach. 1 

„„es, there are, too, said Mr. Malcahy; 
„there are bricklayers and carpenters work 
ing ten hours.’’ 

There is only one gang of bricklayers that 
I know ofthat is working ten hours,’’ saida 
boss bricklayer. 

Aud the cases where a carpenter works ten 
hours are isolated, responded Mr. Feuer- 
bach. ‘‘Now, there is no use of you fellows 
talking. he continued, vou don’t want to 
acknowledge it, but the fact is that 
the eight-hour system is in general 
operation in St. Louis, and all the resolutions 
of builders’ conventions can not change it. 
Iwill bet you the Havanas that nine-tenths 
of the men employed In any way on buildings 
in St. Louis are eight-hour men- 

‘*I tell you what I'l do, said Mr.

bet you the Havanas, Feuerbach, that not 
one-third the mechanics in St. Louls are 
working under the eight-hour system. 

„he mill men and iron men I know,’’ said 
Feuerbach, ‘‘work ten hours; I am not talk- 
ing about them. What I mean is the men 


actually employed on a building.’’ 


„Oh, Feuerbach is currying favor with the 
unions. He wants to run for Congress, said 
one of the bosses. 

‘‘That’s all right,“ responded Feuerbach, 
but you cannot deny wy statement, just the 
same. : 

NOT ONE-TENTH 
of the men actually employed on buildings 


can be got to work more than eight hours. 


And there won’t bethe slightest difference in 
the situation either since the action of the 
Builders’ Convention. 

‘*‘Suppose a man wants to work ten hours 
where his fellow mechanics desire to labor 
but eight hours?’’ asked the reporter. 

Why, hecan’t do it without bringing down 
a hornet’s nest around his ears, was the 
reply. 

The roporter was informed that the adop- 
tion by the builders of the payment by the 
hour system was a concession to Kansas City 
and other places, where the bosses were on 
top, but it would nowmake the slightest differ- 
ence in St. Louls, because the trades’ unions 
were strong enough to haye their own way. 

The members of the Mechanics’ Exchange 
all felt very much flattered by the honor con- 
ferred by the Bullders Convention upon one 
of their delegates, Anthony Ittner. Mr, Itt- 
ner was elected secretary of the national as- 
sociation. He is one of the most popular 
members of the St. Louls Exchange.

CRACKERS AND BISCUITS. 


The Very Latest Wrinkle in the Line of 
Trusts. 


By Telerranh tothe Post-DieratTcnu. 

NEw YorkK, Jan. 30.—The very latest wrinkle 
in the line of trusts is the scheme now in proc- 
ess of delevopment uuder the guiding hand. 
ofa number of Diamond Match Co. mag- 
nates for the formation of a gigantic cracker 
and biscuit trust. Asis quite usual in such 
affairs, itis purely a private matter, and the 
negotiations for the absorption of all the 


cracker baking companies in and around New 
York have been conducted so quietly 
that to yesterday very littie 
could be learned about the new octopus. Of- 
ficially it will be known as the New York Bis- 
cultCo. It has already been incorporated 
under the lavs of the State of Illinois, and 
has been capitalized at $5,000, The rea- 
sons for organizing acompany in IIIInois to 
do business in New York are said to be two, 
namely, a good part of the capital for the 
new venture comes from the West and the 
State of Illinois has never shown any 
marked disiike for trust combina- 
tions. It might be added that the 
taxes on such a business in the West 
are much lighter then they are in New York. 
Judge Wm. H. Moore, Vice-President of the 
Diamond Match Co., has been in New York 
forsome weeks making all the necessary 
preparations to secure possession of the 
various baking companies. His office fs in 
Chicago. According tothe prospectus issued 
by the new company. Judge Moore las to add 
to his duties of Vice-President of the Diamond 
Mateh Co. those of the Presidency of the 
Cracker Trust. Mr. G. P. Johnson, anager 
ofthe Diamond Match Co. in New York City, 
willact as the Treasurer of the new con- 
cern. The office of Vice-President will 
not be filled at present. J. McCormick, Pres- 
dent of the Merchants' Loan & Trust Co. of 
Chicago, is scheduled for the office of Secre- 
tary. This scheme for obtatning control of 
the cracker industry is the same by which the 
Diamond Match Co. absorbed every match 
manufacturing concern in this country. For 
a number ot years there has been a sort of 
understanding between big cracker makers 
in the East in regard to selling their 
goods at a uniform figure. The gentlemen 
bave not always hung well together and the 
resultis that the competition has become 
sharp and notafew of the concerns at the 
present time are selling very close tothe wind 
financially.

GEN. DA FONSECA TALKS ABOUT THE PRES- 
ENT AND FUTURE 


Bis Disappoiptment at the United States’ 
Tardy Recognition of the New Republic 
—The Coming Electious—A Pen Picture 
of Brazil's New Ruler—President Harri- 
son’s Recognition of the New Govern- 


ment. 


Bv Telegraph to the POST-DmspPratTcH. 

New Tonk, Jan. 30.—The WORLD this morn- 
ing prints a letter from its Rio Janeiro cor- 
respondent.” It fills seven columns, and par 
of it is devoted to an interview with President 


Da Fonseca. | 

Da Fonseca sat on a lounge on one side of 
the room and motioned me to aseat close by. 
He wore a sack coat and vest of gray mixed 
studi, black trousers and an ordinary black 
tie. His attire showed not the least attempt 
at style. I was immediately struck by the 
appearance of sickness and suffering which 
he presented. He seemed to be about 
60 years old, was above the medium 
height, of heavy build, and with a 
particularly sharp eye. His hair and beard 


Gen. Da Fonseca. 
are very gray. It was his face which led me 
to believe that he was avery sick man. His 
features were drawn and his complexion as 
yellow as parchment. Had I not known the 
nature of his disease I should have felt con- 
vinced that he was just recovering from a se- 
vere attack of jaundice. His malady is said 
by someto belivér disease, while others as- 
sert that he is affected with angina pectoris. 
As he sat at my side 1 noticed his 
shoulders were bent as if with age 
and suffering, while at every inward 
respiration there was a sharp, rasping 
sound similar .to that made by persons 
afflicted with asthma. His general appearance 
did not by apy means correspond with his 
photographs, which represent him as a fiery, 
vigorous and generally active person. He is 
in a much worse physical condition than the 
people of the Republic are allowed to belfeve, 
and it is not at all unlikely that Brazil may 
goon be in mourning for the chief of the Goy- 
ernment. 
UNCLE SAM REPROACHED. 

President Da Fonseca speaks no other lan- 
guage than Portugese and our conversation 
was carried on through the medium of the 
officer in waiting, who spoke French. 

„A particular matter of surprise and dis- 
appointment to me. saidthe President, is 
the refusal of the United States Government 
to recognize the republic of Brazil. We cer- 
tainly expected that our first recognition 
would come from there, but it would appear 
thatsuch an eventisnot atall assured, and 
by a person not fully acquainted with the 
facts the impression might be obtained that 
the United States did not approve of our 
action in relieving ourselves of the burden of 


a monarchical form of fgovernment and as- 
suming the more acceptable republican sys- 
tem. Does the United States chides us 
for having followed its example and, with- 
outthe loss of many precious lives and the 
expenditure of immense sums of money, 
succeeded in throwine off the monarchcial 

oke? Did the United States become a 

epublic without suffering deplorable losses? 
Facts demonstrate that we have veen more 
successful in this direction, which I take it is 
rather, a matter of congratulation than a 
— a reproach. | 

„That the present administration intends 
to be just and honest in its government is 
demonstrated in one instance aione by 
the ordering of the elections for 
delegates to the Coustitutlonal Convention to 
be held in September next and the holding of 
the convention itself in November of 

Can any reasonable person suppose that 
if this administration had any ulterior motives 
it would cause the elections to be held at such 
a distant date, giving the people an oppor- 
tunity to observe and ‘study the action of the 

resent administration, to make possible ob- 
ections thereto, to gather their political 
forces and oppose the Government at 
the poils in September? If this 
ndministration had not an honest pur- 
pose would it not have ordered the 
elections for some time in the near future, 
and then by the advantage of superior force 
and opportunity controlled the polls in sucha 
way as to bring about results favorable to 
iteelf? Instead of this the course has been 
adopted of giving the poople in all parts of 
the republic—in the most distant States as 
well as those which are more accessible 

A YAIR AND HONEST OPPORTUNITY 

to express their political preference, uninfiu- 
enced by any men or party, and for doing this 
we seem to receive not the approval of the 
United States Government, but rather its re- 
proof. To one who did hot know the 
giorious and patriotic imptilses of the 
noble people of your great country, it 
would appear that the United States regrots 
the establishment of a Republic in Brazil, and 
would see the monarchy re-established here. 
Of course we believo that such feelings are not 
entertained forone moment by the people of 
tho United States, but stil the refusal of your 
Government to recognize this Republic leads 
to such an inference.’’ 

Do you anticipate that trouble may arise 
from the attempted enforcement of the 
naturalization law recently established?“ 
asked the correspondent. 

„ belleve no trouble will result there- 
from,’’ was the reply. Some features of the 
law may be modified if found to be objection- 
able. Kven if subjects of foreign countries do 
not register their nationality in the books pro- 
vided for that purpose they will not be forced 
to do elther military or jury duty. We un 
tend doing everything possible to make eiti- 
zenship possible, giving ah equal rights and 
justice. It is with this view thut we intend to 
shortiy establish laws separating the church 
andthe state, and making civil marriages 
_lawtal, | 


Recognized by the President. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 30.—The formal 
recognition of the United States of Brazil by 
this Government was completed this after- 
noon when tbe President received the cre. 
dentials of Senor J. G. de Amaral Vatento, the 
new Minister accredited by the Provisional! 
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re tative of a new republic—always 2 
grater duty to the Government of the 
nited States. The peaceful course of events 
that has trawsformed the Empire of Brazil 
into the United States of Brazil, has 
beep observed with deep interest by the 
Government and people of this country. It is 
a source of profound satisfaction to the Amer- 
loan people that the Provisional Government 
razilian Republic came into power 
without bloddshed and without violence. I 
trust this circamstance may prove a happy 
augury of peace, progress aud prosperity in 
the career which now opens to the United 
States of brazil. Speaking for the people of 
this country it will. be my constant aim to 
cultivate the most friendly relations with 


nterconrse..and to omar ge the commercial 
exchanges between the two republics. I 
trust, Mr. Minister, that you will und in this 
capital a pleasant residence, as I am sure you 
will receive a warm welcome.

THE ARKANSAS BRIDGE.

THE NEW YORK FUND TO BRT DUPLI- 


CATED BY THIS CITY. 


A’ Pian for Raising the World's Fair Fana 
to $10,000,000—Twenty Indorsers of Un- 
doubted Responsibility Will Guarantee 
the Loan—The New York, and St, Louis 
Securities. l 


INCE the action of 
the New York ‘Leg- 
islature, granting 
the city of New 
York the right to 
borrow $10,000, 000 
forthe World's 
Fair Fund, the 
members of the St. 
Louis Execu !ye 
Committee have 
been hard at work 
devising means 
oy which the New 
York fund would de 
egalled. So far St. 
Louis has been in 
the lead, and this 
city is unwilling to 
abdicate its present 
position. Aconsultation was held yesterday 
afternoon at which a numberof well known 
citizens were present, and plans were dis- 
cussed for raising the fund to an equality 
with that,of New York. . 
THE FACTS LAID BEFORE 
the meeting were these. In actual casb, St. 
Louls has now pledged considerably more 
than $4,250,000. The Forest Park location, at 
the lowest estimate, would be worth $1,000,000, 
at least this amount would have to be ex- 
pended to obtain one equally favorably lo- 
cated, and the city is willing to expend almost 
anything in the way of park improvement 
that may be necessary, and to construe all 
propositions for the improvement of the park 
for World's Fair purposes very liberally. This 
would add at least $500,000 to the fund at 
the command of the committee, makinga 
grand total of $5,750,000. With this sum in 
hand it was considered to be an easy matteg to 
borrow at least $10,000,000 on bonds. These 
bonds would in no way pledge the credit ofthe 
city of St. Louis, but would be guaranteed 
by twenty of the largest property holders 
of St. Louls. The matter was fully discussed 
and the conclusion arrived at that a loan of 
$10,000,000 could easily be negotiated. 
INDORSERS COULD EASILY BE FOUND 
who would guarantee the lenders against loss, 
and the rate of interest would not, it 
was believed, exceed 6 per cent, With 
such a fund St. Louis could easily 
enter into com petition with New 
York, and could give a much more easily ne- 
gotiable bond than that which the Eastern 
metropolis could offer. After full considera- 
tion it was decided thatthe best thing tobe 
done would be to make arrangements for 
borrowing $10,000,000, and to pledge the 
receipts of the fair as security. The 
history of previous fairs proves that sucb an 
investment would entail no possibility of loss. 
The Paris Exposition more than paid its 
legitimate expenses, the cost of entertaining 
delegates from the different de part - 
ments and from foreign countries 
being responsible for the @eficit. The 
Philadelphia deficit was due to bad manage- 
ment, and was small in amount, the sub- 
scribers to the original stock receiving a large 
dividend on their contributions, and all cred- 
itors being paid. Altogether it was deemed 
probable that the loan contemplated could be 
negotiated without any great difficulty, and 
that St. Louls could again lead the subscrip- 
tion list. 
IT SHOULD BE REMARKED 
that the New York legislative bill pledges the 
State to nothing, but simply allows the city to 
issue bonds. Whether the city will do this is 
still uncertain, and from information received 
it is unlikely that it will be done be- 
fore the date of the fair is decided 
upon, at all. In the metropolis there area 
number of political factions that favor the 
World's Fair it held in 1893, and a number of 
others that wish it to take place in 1892. The 
jealousy that has arisen isso great that many 
of the men who appeared before the Senate 
committee refused to go before the New York 
Legisiature, That the disappointed faction 
will oppose the issue of Donds by the city is 
more than probable. The St. Louls bonds 
willnot reston any legislative enactment of 
doubtful constitutionality, but will be based 
upon indorsements of individuals of un- 
doubted responsibility and on the receipts 
of th@fair.
